This Response is in reply to the Restriction Requirement dated June 5, 2007. Applicants 
hereby elect, with traverse, Group I comprising claims 1-21 for examination. The basis for 
Applicants' traversal is that Applicants do not necessarily agree with, or wish to be bound by, the 
Examiner's rationale in proposing the request for restriction of examination. 

Without minimizing the materiality of any reference submitted in the Supplemental IDS 
filed concurrently herewith (and/or any previously filed IDS), Applicants wish to bring to the 
Examiner's attention that the Examiner in a parent application rejected several claims included in 
Applicants elected claims 1-21. The first rejection was a §103 rejection based on the 
combination of the Harada et al. publication, "Fabrication of AU-High-Tc Josephson Junction 
Using As-Grown YBaaCuaOx Thin Films" and Chan (US 5,892,243). The second rejection was a 
§103 rejection based on Harada et al., Chan and the Laibowitz pubhcation. 

Applicants note that such rejections were and remain traversed, and that AppUcants do 
not agree with the rationale for such rejections.
